It is 
a good cut flower as it opens to the tip when 
cut in bud. Foliage is a deep emerald green and 
it makes lots of bulblets which germinate almost 
100%. All bulbs and bulblets offered will be 
from stock grown from bulblets this season.

It has been a 
deep satisfaction reading the many, many enthusiastic letters sent in by many of you 
last season when your glads were blooming and afterwards. 


Perhaps you were one of the first in your neighborhood to grow some of these 
vigorous giants and the newer ruffled varieties. If you were you had a terrific advan- 
tage over your neighbor who still contends that one glad is about the same as the other 
except for color. It seems that some of my customers did a better job growing glads 
than | did. One lady wrote and told me her White Go!ds were over 6 feet tall and 
had flowers over 7 inches across. Another said that she didn’t label the varieties but 
had several varieties grow taller than 6 feet 6 inches. 


Advertising is one of the necessary evils of modern business, especially a mail 
order business such as we have. There are several ways to advertise and | believe the 
best of all is the advertising done by satisfied customers. We know that if our bulbs 
give you better and more vigorous glads than you have ever had before you will be 
enthusiastic about it. The first thing you know your neighbors will be our customers 
also. This type of advertising is the best that anybody can get. Here is what we 
are going to try this year. We are going to cut down on some of our other types of 
advertising. In turn we are going to put additional bulbs in your order. These bulbs 
will be over and above what you pay for. We are going to send you these extra bulbs 
instead of buying advertising. Give us a try this year and | think you will be thrilled 
at the extras. In turn we will appreciate you sending in the names and addresses of 
anyone that you think would like to receive our catalog. 


This year we have added quite a few varieities to our catalog, we also dropped 
several. We only offer the ones that grow the best and are the most beautiful. We 
do not drop a variety simply because it is old. We keep it until it is superceeded by a 
better glad of approximately the same color. 

The first and most important thing about growing good glads is to get. good 
varieties. The second is good young high crowned bulbs. Be sure when you order 
bulbs from any source that you get the most flowers for your money, not necessarily 
the most bulbs, as you will always be able to find so called bargains when some cut 
flower grower is unloading worn out bulbs of obsolete varieties. It is my belief that 
you get the most for your money when ordering medium sized bulbs.

A 9-page culture folder will be included with every order Glads are among the 
easiest of all flowers to grow as they require very little fertilizer but they do like sun- 
shine and lots of water. Most of our customers live here in Southern California. Our 
soil is on the alkaline side as well as our water. To counteract this condition use about 
4 pounds of sulphur per 100 square feet. Sprinkle this on the ground after you plant 
your bulbs: Rake it in lightly, do not spade it in. 

This year we repeated our performance of 1947 by again winning the Grand 
Champion Spike of the So. Calif. Glad Societies show at Pasadena. This time it was 
with a beautiful new seedling originated by Dr. Charles Evans of Santa Monica. This 
new ruffled glad has since been named Pink Mist, watch for it. We also won the most 
points in the entire show again. | also went to the Sacramento show with Dr. Evans. He 
won Grand Champion Spike with another of his seedlings. This one an appleblossom 
pink, since named Love in Bloom. 

If you are ordering glads for the first time | believe the following varieties will 
give you a complete color range without duplication. These are the lower-priced glads 
but if you have never grown them, you will get as much pleasure out of these as you 
would many of the more expensive varieties: Alladin, Bagdad, Big Top, Bingo, Black 
Opal, Blue Beauty, Buckeye Bronze, Burma, Chamouny, Corona, Elizabeth the Queen, 
Ethel Cave Cole, Hawkeye Red, Hi Finance, King Click, King Lear, Margaret Beaton, 
Marguerite, Miss Wisconsin, Leading Lady, Ogarita, Orange Prince, Picardy, R.B., Red 
Charm, Rosa Van Lima, Spotlight, Vagabond Prince, Vee Cream, and White Gold. 


DISCOUNTS—In place of making a dozen rate in our catalog for those of you 
who want several of one variety, just go ahead and order them at the unit price and 
we will give you enough extras to amount to a substantial discount, more than you 
would expect. The larger the order the bigger percentage of extras we put in, because 
postage rates per pound drop as poundage goes up, so does packing costs. It would pay 
you to get together with your neighbors and send in a group order, we would all be 
ahead. Remember we are putting in extra bulbs for advertising purposes this year. 


It has been said that you can take a girl out of the country but you can’t take the 
country out of a girl. Well | haven’t hand any experience along this line so | don’t know. 
| do know that | was raised in the country and want to stay in the country. When we 
moved to Downey 11 years ago it was a nice sized town of about 6,000 people. We 
moved 11/2 miles out so we could have country living and still be near town. They 
estimate the population of Downey to be 80,000 by 1960. They have zoned agricul- 
ture ground to manufacturing area near us, our children go 2-day sessions at school. 
We are losing our country atmosphere. All farm land is potential subdivision property 
and land rent is prohibitive. Because of increased population the Los Angeles area 
consumed over 3 billion gallons of water this year over last year. The water level is 
dropping so crop irrigation is now a problem. So it looks as if we are going to nave 
to move sooner or later. 


We want to be within 5 or 6 miles of a town (not a big city) of from 5,000 to 
10,000 population. Where we can get land with the value determined by what it will 
produce per acre, not according to subdivision prices. We want land free of alkali, with 
plenty of water, not much wind, ,fog free and with a mild climate. We have found one 
place with all of the above qualifications, and it is in California. | am third generation 
Californian so | intend to stay here. Don’t be surprised if you hear that Golden West 
Glad Growers have moved to the country again. This time we hope to find country 
that will stay country. 


WHOLESALE ORDERS—As this year’s crop will be approximately 2 million bulbs 
we will be glad to send a wholesale list to growers and nurseries. We would appreciate 
you sending a want list and we will give you a quotation. 


Bulb Sizes: Large bulbs are | Y%4-inches and up in diameter, Medium bulbs 34-inch 
to 11%4-inches, and Small bulbs under 34-inch. 


BULBLETS—Our 36-week growing period means that our bulblets are mature. 
They start out faster and grow faster than others. When filling bulblet orders we 
always select the largest bulblets. Our packages contain many more bulblets than we 
could give if we had to count them. We feel sure you will be satisfied with the amount. 
We advise cracking and peeling bulblets before planting, as it helps germinate them. 


NOTE—The number following the name is the classification number. Following 
that is the originator’s name followed by the year of introduction.

Retail orders of $2.50 or more are prepaid anywhere in United States if ac- 
companied by cash otherwise 25% deposit must be sent with the balance C.O.D. 


Orders should be sent in as early as possible as we always run out of many 
varieties before the season is over. Orders to the East will be shipped as soon as 
frost danger is over.

AD Elbe ABOUTS GEADSBUEBS 


Most people seem to think that a glad bulb has to be 2” or over in diameter to be 
a top bulb. It is true that a large bulb if it is young and vigorous will make a taller 
flower spike than a medium sized bulb. However, the difference in size of flower spike 
is not in proportion to the size of bulb. | have won many blue ribbons on glads grown 
from bulbs under 1-inch in diameter. You really do get more for your money buying 
medium size bulbs which run from 34-inch to 1 Y%4-inches in diameter. Medium size 
bulbs bloom about two weeks later than large. This lengthens your blooming period. 


Small size bulbs usually bloom if planted before the end of May. However, the 
flower spike is considerable shorter and has less buds. Small bulbs bloom about a 
month later than large ones. In one season your small bulbs will grow to good high 
crowned large and jumbo bulbs. So if you order small bulbs you will get a good per- 
centage of bloom and the next season you will have a fine collection of large bulbs 
that will be worth much more than your original investment.
